Last night, afetr u long and tediotis 
journey, the American skiers and 
snowshoers who are lo ligmr in the 
MrOill Winter Carnival, arrived iii 
Montreal rheir train wai several 
hours late owing to the heavy snow- 
storm, and iiihlc.nl o( arriving at tli< 
Bonavcnturc Station at 8.45. they did 
not make an appearance until nearly 
midnight . 

It was announced last night that a 
good list of entrants had been receiv- 
ed, including fifteen from the Dart- 
mouth Outing Club of Hanover, N.H.. 
six from Middlehury College of Ver- 
mont, and two from Williams College 
of Williamstown, Mass., while McGill 
wil he officially represented by eigh- 
teen or mote athletes. 

The programme will begin on Fri- 
day afternoon at 2. .10 o'clock, at the 
Park Slide on Mount Royal, when the 
Proficiency Tests will take place, fol- 
lowed by the Ski and Cross Country 
Race, and later by the Snowshoe Cross 
Country events. 

On Saturday morning at 11 o'clock, 
the Campus will be the scene of the 
Ski and Snowshoc dashes, followed 
by the Ski Relay, Ski Obstacle and 
Snowshoc Obstacle races. On Satur- 
day afternoon, the closing part of the 
schedule will be run off at the Mont- 
real Ski Jumps on Cote Des Neiges 
Road, when the Eastern Intercollegi- 
ate Ski Association championships 
take place. After the skiers have 
done their best to shatter previous re- 
cords on the new jumps, Dick Bow- 
ler, of the Dartmouth Outing Club, 
will give an exhibition of somersault- 
ing skis, which on the new slide ought 
to be an example without parallel in 
Montreal ski annals. Admission to 
the jumps will be fifty cents, but 
should the spectators so desire, they 
may orcup a grand stand seat upon 
payment of another half dollar. 

While at McGill the visiting team 
arc the guests of the various Fraterni- 
ties about the campus, and the Ski 
and Snowshoc Club.

"The Power to Make Canada 
a Great Country Lies in 
the Hands of Canada's 
Young People." 



"The question has been asked and 
probably always will continue to be ask- 
•d" said Dr. Gray in beginning the last 
of his series of lectures given during the 
i.ist three days "Why it is that Go* 
who we believe to be kind, loving and al! 
powerful permits sin to exist and allow 
the innocent to suffer? The question is 
a difficult one to answer fully and I 
raunot spend much time discussing i". 
but I may say that we are not forced li 
live without sin. If sin were impossible 
then there would be no call for resistance 
hrnrc no development of personality. Ii 
would require no effort to live a life void 
of sin . therefore there woidd be little 
reward to the man who lived such a life 
and no man could be brlle.r than hi; 
fellows. It is the fact that there is y 
possibility to do evil which aids in pro- 
ducing strength of character in those, 
who attempt to do good." 

Prom this part of his address Dr. Gray 
went on to the second question concern- 
ing the Christian religion. This is — I; 
it possible for an individual to live r 
Christian life and fill all the require 
ments of that life which the teachings 
of Christ would seem to demand? Dr. 
Gray believes that it is possible, but only 
=o providing that there is personal con- 
tact between God and the individual. The 
spirit of God must dwell in the man and 
control his thoughts and acts. "Wc can- 
not hope to accomplish anything by our 
own strength. Our intellectual abilities 
or our natural talents will not suffice in 
themselves to enable us to be Christians 
in die true sense of the word." This 
statement may be proved by thousands of 
instances in the lives of persons of no 
particular genius or education. Dr. 
Gray here cited an example of a Dundee 
mill grrl of no particular intellectual 
brilliancy and with scanty education. She 
was of a very nervous and timid dis- 
position also. This girl derided to cn. 
1er the foreign missionary service and 
in spite of all obstacles she became a most 
noted missionary in Africa whit enorm 
oils influence over the savages. Her 
timidity left her and she was not afraid 
:ven to go through the African jungles 
!»y night. Dr. Gray said that undoubted- 
ly it was the power of God which enabled 
this poor Dundee mill girl to accomplish 
w hat she did. 

His third question was — 'TIow may 
we. get this power?" This question too 
was a difficult one lo answer. One 
may attempt lo answer it. however in 
two ways, irst the power may be ob- 
tained through Christ — He is the way. 
By this Dr. Gray explained that he 
meant taking the life of Christ seriously 
md trying to understand his teachings. 
I hen secondly, by being brought to a 
knowledge of men's own insignificance 
and inefficiency and his inability lo cany 
on with bis own powers. Dr. Gray warn- 
ed his hearers however that no one re- 
ceives this power of God in the same way 
as another person docs. Each one will 
receive it in his or her own particular 
way and to suit his or her particular 
case. 

In conclusion Dr. Gray expressed the 
hope that what he had said would cause 
his hearers to think seriously on Ibis 
subject of Christian re.Iig ion. "Canada", 
he said, "Is a country with wonderful 
possibilities The power to make Canada 
a great coiuilry and to protect her from 
the social and political difficulties which 
are prevalent in Europe lies in the bauds 
of Canada's young people. If these 
young people be moved by a true Christ- 
ian spirit and enthused with this won- 
derful power of God about which we 
have said so much, there is no limit to 
what they may achieve for the benefit 
of their country." After the regular 
meeting a short vesper service was held 
lo mark the close of Dr. Gray's visit. 
It is felt by all thsoc who have heard 
him. diat his «ddresses have done last- 
ing good and that their effects will con- 
tinue to appear long ater he has gone.

ernment, under the most able leader- 
ship of R. K. Jones, is introducing a

"Wc are living in a world of <.ha/>3 
and ruin and our first duty is to restore 
it to order in some, way," said Sir Hairy' 
Ncwbolt yesterday afternoon at the 
Royal Victoria College in a lecture on 
"Poetry and Patriotism." He then went 
on to discuss the methods which should 
be used to better the existing conditions 
"Two alternatives suggest themselves 
to us when wc consider this question; 
cidicr we may replace everything as i 
was before 1914, which is an impossibl 
method and one with which I do no 
agree, or we can adopt a new style, of 
building up the world." Sir Henry con- 
tinned that in this second alternative 
there were two ways of building up: 
firstly, a new style might be adopted or 
borrowed from ideas current in the 
nodcrn world — but these are ideas of 
force, and nations sacrificing right for 
might, or secondly, a newer and more 
ideal style may be discovered. 

The question becomes one of patriot 
ism, for everyone's patriotic in this age 
there are many reasons which have work 
cd up such a patriotic fervor, and the 
result is that even the Turk is now a 
patriot. But patriotism has gone just a 
little bit over the line and is not as 
ideal as it formerly was. 

It is told of Edith Cavell that in her 
last words she said "Patriotism is not 
enough." By Ulis the lecturer supposed 
that she meant, "To have the ideal that 
your own nation sliould succeed is not 
enough, because in order to improve the 
state of things what is needed is a world 
patriotism." Sir Henry' defined patriot- 
ism to be the poetry of nations; it is 
not the common desire of the schoolboy 
for his own side should win. 

In commencing to speak of poetry, 
the lecturer became quite humorous; he 
said that marry people consider poetry 
a kind of ornament, and that there is 
a tendency among? old gentlemen in 
England to rafter sworn it by saying, 
"If a fellow has something to say, why 
doesn't he say it, instead of putting it all 
ini fancy vors|." Maïiy people also 
imagine that poetry is merely prose put 
into verse, but this is not so, as good 
poetry does not seem like frilled proses. 
Sir Henry said that versfe has two ad- 
vantages: in the first place it is more 
easily remembered and in the second 
place it happens to be the shortest and 
most concentrated form of writing. This 
second fact is strange but true . 

The lecturer dwelt at some length on 
Keat's poem "The Eve of St. Agnes." 
He read the first few lines,

Ski and Snowshoe Club. A lengthy dissertation might be written

The Historical Club held a meeting 
last evening at 8.15 in Strathcona Hall 
The gathering was small but what il 
lacked in numbers it made up in ent'.ius- 
iasm. The minutes of the last meeting 
were read and adopted. Business ol 
the club was then discussed the prin- 
cipal feature being the plan for an open 
meeting. It is undecided as yet as to 
where the meeting will be held, but tl*e 
officials of the Club arc trying to se 
cure a room in the University Club. The 
date suggested was March 28, but it is 
at present not finally decided. The 
speaker for that open meeting Will be 
Mr. Lighthall, who is well known in 
Literary circles. It should prove an 
interesting evening to the students whose 
tastes lie in this direction. Dr. Fryer 
of the Department of History is trying 
to, secure a permanent Club room in the 
McCord Museum. The McCord mu- 
seum has some of the finest relics of 
Indian and early settlement days, which 
bring people annually from every wlvere 
Two papers were read on tlie League 
of Nations and its work. Laflcur of 
\rts '24 read the paper on the constitu 
'ion of the League. The League of Na 
tions was not the first of its kind form 
cd in the history of the world. As early 
>s in the times of the early Greeks and 
Romans, cities in Greece combined to- 
Teither against a common enemy for their 
nrotcction in matters of trade and gen- 
eral peace. The first great attempt to 
form a league known in the modern 
world was the Hague Convention just 
before the war. If the war had not 
™k so quickly purhaps it could have 
been avoided through that Convention. 

There arc 26 articles in the convenant 
of the League. Refusing admission to 
the Central Powers that is Germany, 
Russia and Austria makes the. League 
raally only a big Entente. This would 
•tot make peace, which is tlie fundamen- 
tal idea of the League, because if any 
• of the Central powers made war on any 
one of the League members, it would 
nvojvc tlie whole League in a war which 
vould mean almost the whole world. On 
the other hand the admission of tlie 
Central Powers would be unsatisfactory 
bicausc the League could not be sure of 
the guarantees offered. Thus it can be 
question of admittance of the Central 
Powdrs to the League. The present 
seen that there are two sides of this 
League comprises about 50 «rations, in 
-luding all the major' Powers- with the 
exception of the United States. The 
'atest nation which has put in its -applic- 
ation for membership is the little free 
country of Cuba. It can be seen from 
this that the League is popular, even with 
small nations. The British Empire is 
its big backer. Withouk this nation's 
help it Is certain that the League would 
be helpless. 

Ginn of Arts 23 read the second paper 
on the Work of the League. To remove 
the effects of war which are so deplor- 
able, war must be prevented, and this 
can be done only by removing tlie causes 
of war. This is the purpose for which 
the League was formed, and if it possib- 
ly can remove the causes, it will be cer- 
tain to bring peace which the world needs 
so badly. ' 

The League has done a great deal in 
'he settling of minor disputes between 
several small nations. One dispute near- 
ly cause a war. It was between Poland 
and Lithuania. Poland wished to hold 
elections in a small town which it. had 
taken unlawfully on the border. The 
Lithuanians objected strenuously and the 
Polish soldiers were rather over-violent. 
The. result was that the matter was re- 
ferred to the League of Nations which 
'lecided in tlie favor of Lithuanian and 
forbade Poland to hold elections. This 
is only one of the many disputes settled 
by the League. All the decisions render- 
ïd were successful and have been obey- 
ed. It is to be seen whether the de- 
cisions rendered in n. major crisis would 
be followed as well. 

The League has been very much oc- 
cupied with Austria. The former Aus- 
tria-Hungarian Empire now' comprises 
\u.stria ajid severa lather free states. The 
ronflions in Austria are deplorable, 
he financial and intellectual conditions 
'icing especially bad. The financial ex- 
perts of the League have been trying to 
remedy the money conditions existing 
in that State but so far they have not 
been entirely successful. Vienna which 
used to be the center of European Univ- 
ersity life is falling off, in ils quota of 
•tudents and losing its high position very 
rapidly. The main cause for this is the 
high cost of living and the depreciation 
of the crown. 

General internal conditions in Russia 
-ere then touched upon. Krassin rules 
nitocratacifly in (Use industrial world 
here. He is the minister of transport- 
I'ion and the great cause of the terrible 
famine recently was 'the lack of trans- 
portation.. It can perhaps be inferred 
•hat Krassin indirectly caused that ter- 
rible famine. The general collapse and 
condition of Russii is retarding the 
future of Europe. The League has of- 
fered its help, but this was refused. 



On Friday evening the portals of 
the Union will swing open once again 
to wcl.ee *.ic in the group of dancers 
who for the past few months have 
been able to gather amusement at 
the iv.vny informais that have been 
held. These dances have always been 
popular, but with that new rule wheh 
affects the dress worn by men at these 
dances they arc attracting more com- 
ment in their capacity as student func- 
tions of real student interest. 

The music and refreshments will be 
similar to those of the past* but as 
usual they will be unique, and the 
music will be of the usual excellent 
?rade. 

The new rule concerning dress 
which has been so much discussed 
Joes an no way affect the ladies. The 
fact is that men must not wear tux 
edos or formal evening dress if they 
wish to enter the Union . 

One of the innovations Of the af- 
fair will 'be a number 'dance.'

POETRY AND 
PATRIOTISM LY NtWBOLT

"St. Ague's Eve, ah! bitter chill it was. 
Tin- owl for all his feathers, was a- 
cold, 

The hare lamped trembling through the 

frozen grass, 
And silent was the flock in woolly fold." 

He pointed out that this poem was a 
story written hi a most cxtrordinary 
style, which catches one's attention at 
the very first. It does not matter whether 
you read it while sitting by your fire- 
side in the middle or winter or while, 
lying on your back under a hot August 
sun, you find yourself sharing with the 
owl and the hare the bitter cold. Then 
the siory goes on. telling of the dance, 
the lovers' secret meeting, the wonder- 
ful, feast, the storm, — of which Keats 
says "Hah I 'tis an elfin storm from 
faery land"—, and the hasty flight to 
joy and bliss. Although it is a narrative, 
it is really just a scries of pictures, each 
one of which takes the reader farther 
away into the world which John Keats 
made for him. 

Another short anecdote which the 
lecturer related to show the influence 
of poetry was about the great English 
genwal. Wellington. The scene laid 
was over a hundred years ago at the 



no one knows what reality is. 

The lecturer here corrected any im- 
pression that he might have created in 
regard to his attitude towards prose 
"The value of prose has nothing lo Hi 
with the. value of poetry. For a prosaic 
thing restated in verse is noj jKietrical." 

He then eulogized Great Britain in 
saying that Britishers belong to a nation 
dial is never satisfied with the realistic 
stale of Ihings unless it is concerned with 
the moral and spiritual stale of its people. 
The policy of Britain is to "knock a man 
down and then give him a dgarolte". 
although it is rciJùcd that if a nation 
makes a mistake it has to pay for i: 
Nniither France nor Germany believe in 
this policy — boih believe in force — 
and this is the raison that there is so 
much dissatisfaction in liurorrc at tin 
present, time. 

Sir Henry discussed for a time just 
what a nation is. Some people call il 
a body of men of the simr race. But 
taking the case of Britain il can be seen 
dial this is erroneous; for (here are 
French, English. Welsh, Irish. Scotch, 
Indians, Africans included on the great 
rnmirc. On the other hand the neigh 
hours to the south arc of die same race, 
but they are by no means the same 
nation. - Sometimes religion is said lo be 
the land of unity. "But if," said the 
speaker, "wc in England liad to wait 
for unity in this matter wc would be 
waiting till the miHcnium." If govern- 
ment is said to make a nation, the British 
Empire is again the exceptor!, for many 
of the different parts of the empire have 
different forms of government It îs 
easy to say that history is a uniting 
force: but no, for other nations share 
British history and yet do not share in 
the Empire. The lecturer's definition 
of a nation was "A body of men who 
share a life together, a set of national 
ideals, or a national poetry." And pa- 
triotism is therefore possible. 

Our objection offered is that patriot 
ism cannot be poetic hecause it is always 
causing war. The people who accuse it 
thus are comprising it with nationalism. 
Speaking in a humuroiis manner about 
(he nationalistic German "Hymn of 
Hate", Sir Henry told a war story, prais- 
ing the Britishers' humane treatment of 
their prisoners. He said that the Tom- 
mies often would get a batch of pris 
oners, sit them down on the ground, 
feed them and give them smokes, then 
make them sing the familiar "Hymn 
of Hate", as much appreciated entertain 
ment. They rould not understand how 
any men should hale their enemies. The; 
always went into the fight as if il wa 
a big football game and took their kuoc 
without complaining. Tommy Atkin 
thus had a very good patriotism: it \\ 
an ideal of the old days of chivalry. . 
their motto was "Dont hit a man wl 
he-'s down." 

Speaking of English politics, he 
that at times the hatred was such I 
near relatives would not speak to r 
another. "They get so very Iwatcd . 
such questions as the "Irish question an . 
religion education of children. The Con 
scrvativc is a person who has a. national 
ideal and is trying lo get "old England" 
back again. The Liberal believes that 
the poetical conception of England is 
not far ahead — perhaps as close as the 
day after lo-morrow. Thev are both 
right and both wrong, as perhaps neither 
of Ihcm realizes fully enough that a great 
slate must be built slowly and with 
solid foundations." 

The. French show in Ibcir literature 
thai they always have had a great love 
of Lhflir land; in the "Chanson de Ro- 
land", a very patriotic poem. France is 
spoken of is "le doux pays". In. England 
at that lime the tendency was to travel 
and the. hope was to defeat some other 
country in pitched battle, later on how- 
ever die love of Ihc land appears in 
England. Scott's Marinion says:— 
"Breathes there the man, with sou! so 
dead 

Who never lo himself hath said 
This is my own - my native land." 

Then Wordsworth shows his admir- 
ation for England; later Mary Coleridge 
wrote many poems of this kind-eulogizing 
good old England in wonderful verses 

Soon came another stage, when Eng. 
land became passiiitatejy den&ous of 
fame. This went on throughout the 
seventeenth, eighteenth, and nineteenth 
centuries, and poems were written prais- 
ing the different heroes. For .several 
minutes Sir Henry spok* about The 
Black Prince and the wonderful trad- 
itions which lie established which hive 
provided the inspiration for numerous 
poems sinccthat time. The Black Prince 
treated his enemies very well; it is told 
of him that when he captured the French 
king he allowed him to retain all the 
dignity wu : -Ji sljould appertain to a sov-
